doctrine then the Apoſtles and Martyꝛs 


did, whiche died foꝛ it, as ye ſee howe our pꝛea⸗ 


chers and diuers other good bꝛethꝛen are contẽ⸗ 
ted to geue ouer thep2 lyues — for the 
ſame, as the Apoſtles dyd. Foz Chiyſte hath
